Hayes 


to retire June 2 


By Don Staruk 

Fire Chief Harold F. Hayes 
will retire June 2. 

Chief Hayes, 59, a member of 
the department for 36 years - the 
last 10 as chief - submitted a let- 
ter of resignation to Town Man- 
ager Buzz Stapczynski April 11. 

“It’s time for me to go,” the 
chief said Tuesday of this week. 
“Time for me to have some fun 
before the lights go out.” 


Chief Hayes and his wife, Jan- 
ice, whose father lives in Florida, 


will move to Florida soon after } 


his retirement, the chief said. 
Chief Hayes said there is no 
reason for his leaving other than 
his Own desire to go. 
“You like to go when things 
are going right,” the chief said. 


In his letter of resignation, 
Chief Hayes said he is leaving 
knowing the fire department has 
made great strides during his 
tenure. 

“The members are now ready 
to take on the challenges the next 
century will most certainly pre- 
sent,” he said. 


When he was appointed by for- 
mer town manager Ken Mahony, 
Chief Hayes gave Mr. Mahony a 
list of things he wanted to accom- 
plish as chief. 

“And they're all done,” Chief 
Hayes said this week. 


Among them was to increase 
the manpower, equipment and 
training. 

“Everything I wanted for 
these people we got done,” he 
said. 

The staffing of the department 
now includes 48 firefighters, 13 
lieutenants, five deputy chiefs 
and the chief. But his biggest 
accomplishment may have been 
realized at the most recent Town 
Meeting, the chief said. Town 
Meeting approved the money to 
allow operation of two ambu- 
lances around the clock with 11 
people on each shift, which 
enables the department to pro- 
vide better service than ever 
before. 

“It’s the biggest step we've 
made since the ’50s,” the chief 
said. 


Another big accomplishment 
was moving the fire prevention 
office to the Department of Com- 
munity Services in town offices, 
the chief said. That move enables 
people to get all their permits - 
building, health and fire — in one 
place. 

“My accomplishments were 
made possible through the

efforts of each individual officer 
and firefighter of this depart- 
ment and by the support | 
received from you,” the chief 
wrote in his letter to Mr. 
Stapczynski. “Individually we 
could not have achieved all that 
we have. I also owe a debt of grat- 
itude to the Board of Selectmen 
as well as all the other town com- 
mittees and boards. 


“To everyone who assisted 
me, I extend my personal thanks 
and, I know, the gratitude of 
every member of this depart- 
ment. The town residents and all 
elected or appointed officials of 
Andover gave me more support 
than I can ever begin to repay. | 
will always cherish and be 
extremely proud of the years | 
was so fortunate as to have been 
able to serve the town of 
Andover.” 


Chief Hayes said the biggest 
fire in Andover in his 36 years 
was at the Andover Companies 
building on North Main Street in 
1962. Standing on North Main 
Street facing the building, “the 
right wing was just about 
destroyed,” Chief Hayes said. 
The roof was gone and the core 
was gutted a couple of floors 
down. Fortunately, the fire was 
in the evening and no one was in 
the building at the time. The 
town had just purchased a new 
aerial platform truck and that 
was its first use, the chief said. 


Filling his boots 

Chief Hayes was hired as a 
firefighter Sept. 9, 1960. He was 
promoted to lieutenant in 1965, 
and to deputy chief in 1968. He 
was appointed acting chief July

Chief Hayes’ current annual salary is 
$78,387. The salary being offered to his 
replacement will be in the range of $53,000 to 
$71,000, plus longevity pay. For the deputy 
chiefs, the longevity pay would increase the

One problem with filling the position may 
be that most of the deputy chiefs already 
make that much or more between their 
salary and overtime.

scheduled for May 13

“The Haverhill meet has 
grown in prestige, and this year the field 
included the probable Massachusetts Class 
A champ (Brockton), our top two competi- 
tors in Class B (Central, Reading), and the 
two strongest teams in New Hampshire

The creator of the new Andover 
High School eagle logo hopes to one 
day see his son wearing the eagle on 
his athletic jersey. 

Bill Wolfendale, a graphic artist 
involved with the 100th Boston 
Marathon, is the man who drew the 
profile of a sneering eagle selected by 
the logo committee. The eagle is placed 
above and in front of the word 
“Andover” and will replace the silhou- 
ette of a Native American in headdress 
as Andover High’s Golden Warrior 
logo. 

Mr. Wolfendale said he wanted the 
eagle’s face to seem confident without 
appearing overly aggressive. 

“I gave it the smirk to show agegres- 
Siveness because a lot of logos just 
have a plain face, a happy face, and it 
doesn’t have too much power,” he said. 
“I tried to give it a subtle aggressive- 
ness by giving it the smirk.” 

Mr. Wolfendale and his wife, the for- 
mer Nina Furnari of Andover, have an 
18-month-old son, Bill, and are building 
a house in town. Mr. Wolfendale said 
they plan to send their son to the 
Andover schools. 

“My wife’s whole family is from 
Andover and has been there for three 
generations,” he said. 

As an artist for Graphic Innovations 
Inc. in Windham, N.H., Mr. Wolfendale 
said he was involved with 90 percent of 
the official artwork for the 100th 
Boston Marathon. 

Because of the smaller size of his 
company, Mr. Wolfendale said he was 
able to see his work progress from his 
original drawings to the final product. 

For the Andover Golden Warrior 
logo, Mr. Wolfendale said he drew the 


eagle by hand, scanned it into his com- 
puter, and manipulated it to give it a 
cleaner appearance. 

“I see tons of college logos, pro logos 
like the NBA’s and NFL’s. I just wanted 
something clean and crisp,” said Mr. 
Wolfendale. “I tried to design it so it 
could be used for stationary” and for 
jerseys, shorts and helmets.

Hadad, the woman who drew 
Andover’s 350th logo. He said he found 
out she designed that logo when he 
talked with her at her wedding. 

The School Committee voted 4-1 in 
favor of the golden eagle, with Susan 
Dalton opposed. 

Before the vote, Ms. Dalton contin- 
ued her vocal opposition to eliminating 
a Native American from the logo. 

While questioning Sally O’Brien, 
Andover High’s interim assistant prin- 
cipal, about the year-long process of 
selecting a new logo, she asked why a

tendent’s list of recommended cuts 
Tuesday because it wants Dick Neal. 
Superintendent, to show ways that fees 
can be implemented evenly across the 
system. 

Parents typically detest having fees 
associated with their children. But Mr. 
Neal told the committee that when he 
met with leaders of the Townwide PTO 
after he compiled his list of recom- 
mended cuts, they indicated parents 
might be willing to pay for fees if it 
means saving the core curriculum. 

“The feeling expressed was that 
whatever cuts you make at the class- 
room level impact all the children. Tak- 
ing instructional aides out or eliminat- 
ing classroom teachers (some of the 
proposed cuts) directly impacts what 
the teachers can teach and what the 
students can learn,” Madhu Sridhar, 
Townwide PTO moderator, said 
Wednesday. “We, as a group, strongly 
felt that the school system’s first 
responsibiiity is to keep the class sizes 
down and to maintain teaching and 
learning in the core curriculum areas 
in the classrooms. We were asking the 
superintendent to come up with differ- 
ent and perhaps more creative ways of 


delivering education considering the 
challenges that the town of Andover 
faces today.” 

Ms. Sridhar said the Townwide PTO 
“rather reluctantly” suggested that if it 
came between choosing to keep class 
sizes down and paying a fee “parents 
may be willing to pay for the activi- 
ties.” But she said the fee must be for 
all activities, and at the elementary-, 
middle- and high-school levels. 

Ms. Sridhar said Tina Girdwood and 
Eric Nadworny, School Committee 
members, attended the meeting with 
Mr. Neal. During the School Committee 
meeting Tuesday, David Birnbach and 
Mr. Nadworny suggested looking at 
fees as an alternative to cuts. 

Lloyd Willey, committee member, 
said he believes Town Meeting expect- 
ed them to make cuts to the budget, not 
implement fees. He also said he ran 
against the idea of fees when he ran for 
office a few years ago. After-school 
activities are as much a part of the edu- 
cation process as classroom instruc- 
tion, he said. “Philosophically, I have a 
problem with fees,” he said. “I think for 
us to talk about this as something we 
should do-is-wrong.” <*> et ot

for all the reasons mentioned tonight,” 
said Susan Dalton, committee member. 

While Mr. Willey and Ms. Dalton are 
opposed to fees, other members have 
not ruled out the possibility of fees for 
all after-school activities.

Ms. Girdwood said she’d considér 


imposing fees. “I think if there’s an out. 
pouring of support for it and the super- 
intendent feels it’s reasonable. 

One of the superintendent’s recom- 
mended cuts would force elementary- 
school music lessons outside the regu- 
lar school day on a pay-as-you-go basis. 

Mr. Birnbach also indicated he'd at 
least consider fees, saying, “I think 
everything’s on the table.”

invited Mr. McGrath to Andover. The 350th 
Committee and Essex Bank, prime sponsor 
of the banquet, paid for the trip.

while his chief responsibility is writing, he 
also serves as a back-up aide traveling with 
the president, and doing “just about any- 
thing else” that needs doing. 

Mr. McGrath, 29, graduated from the Utsi- 
versity of Maryland in College Park with a 
bachelor’s degree in journalism. He intended 
to go into reporting, but found out about pos- 
sible opportunities in the White House. 

“And, fortunately, it worked out,” he said. 

“I worked at the White House. I was a ad 
and an editor.” 

After Bill Clinton ousted President Bush 
in 1992, Mr. McGrath was approached and 
asked if he’d be interested in working for the 
president in Houston. 

“And I jumped at the chance,” he said.

Will Barbara Bush come to Andover? 

Although Mr. Bush is a big draw on his 
own, the big question around town lately has 
been whether Barbara Bush, his wife, will 
accompany the former president during his 
visit here. 

“I don’t believe so,” Mr. McGrath said. 
“Mrs. Bush keeps a very busy schedule in 
her own rite.” 

As of last week, there is a conflict in her 
schedule that would prevent the former first 
lady from coming to Andover at that time, 
according to Mr. McGrath. 

Prior Bush visits to Andover 

President Bush has visited Andover sev- 
eral times since he was first elected vice 
president under Ronald Reagan in 1980, and 
president in 1988. 

He served on the board of trustees for PA 
until being elected vice president in 1980, 
when he resigned to avoid any possible con- 
flicts of interest. He visited to accept PA’s 
1981 Claude Moore Fuess Award for distin- 
guished contribution to the public service.

son’s West Elementary class watched 
that mentioned wet dreams, orgasms, 
periods, erections and egg fertilization. 

“I didn’t know the program would 
be so explicit,” said Ms. Fielding, who 
believes such discussion is better suit- 
ed for students a little older than her 
son. “Kids (his) age are still going 
‘Eww!’ when they see people kiss.” 

The jacket on the movie box says the 
1984 film her son saw, called “Then 
One Year,” is appropriate for ages 10 to 
12. 


In addition to seeing the movie, Ms. 
Fielding said her son told her that stu- 
dents had a discussion with Brenda 
O’Brien, the health education coordi- 
nator, that included the subject of mas- 
turbation. Ms. Fielding said she first 
heard about the program’s specifics 
Feb. 12 when her son came home from 
his first day of sexuality education and 
told her Ms. O’Brien said, “It’s OK to 
masturbate.” She removed her son 
from the class the next day and has 
been dealing with the issue since. 


“The kid was traumatized, he was 
shocked. He said, ‘I didn’t want to 
know’ ” about some of these issues, 
said Ms. Fielding. “He came over to me 
and he hugged me and he said, ‘Just 
hug me as long as you can. I want to be 
a kid as long as I can. I love you so 
much.’ It just ripped my heart out. It 
really did.” 

But Ms. O’Brien said, “At no time 
during my presentation to them” dur- 
ing the first day of the health unit did 
the subject of masturbation arise. 

“When the children do ask ques- 
tions about it we basically say that it 
does not cause physical harm,” said 
Ms. O’Brien. 


The schools tell them “There are 
people who have different feelings 
about masturbation, so this is a good 
topic to bring up with your parents at 
home,” said Ms. O’Brien. “The schools 
are only trying to do a supportive role 
(for) parents. I feel they are always the 
primary educators.” 

According to Ms. O’Brien, fifth- 
grade students have been taught sexu- 
ality education since she arrived in 
Andover 18 years ago. Parents must 
sign a permission slip to let their chil- 
dren take the unit. 


Ms. Fielding admits she could have 
just withdrawn her child from the 
class and walked away, but said she’s 
become more involved because there 
are other children who will some day 
take this unit. As she has dealt with 
different administrators during the 
past two morths, “No one’s denied 
what was taught,”said Ms. Fielding. 
“It’s not just the video, it’s the discus- 
sion. Everything was brought out in 
the discussion.” 


She acknowledges some children 
may be ready to take the unit, but 
believes some are not.

That’s not my intention. But at least 
give the parents the information so 
they can make the right decision” 
regarding whether their children are 
ready, said Ms. Fielding.

“No,” said Dick Neal, superinten- 
dent. “It’s just not possible to list every 
item that might come up in a course.” 

Mr. Neal said part of what is dis-

of the four-lesson sexuality education 
unit is sent home with a permission 
slip for parents to sign. Neither specifi- 
cally mentioned the potentially contro- 
versial topics that will or may be dis- 
cussed. 

“It’s just like saying can we have 
permission to take your kid to the 
Museum of Science and you say, ‘OK,”” 


raised by the students. 

“When you provide a format with 
teacher-led discussion and the option 
for children to ask questions there are 
other things that might come up,” said 
Ms. O’Brien. 

Because classroom teachers select 
which video they will show, the sexual- 
ity education program does differ 


The schools tell them ‘There are people who have 
different feelings about masturbation, so this is a 
good topic to bring up with your parents at home,’ 
said Brenda O’Brien. ‘The schools are only trying 
to do a supportive role (for) parents. I feel they are 
always the primary educators.’ 


said Ms. Fielding. “But then they end 
up taking them down to the combat 
zone.” 

Ms. Fielding wants the schools to let 
parents know more specifically about 
what will be discussed... ., 
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somewhat from school to school, “but 
it’s within a guide of which videos are 
available. Some of it has to do with 
time and how it fits into the program,” 
said Mr. Neal. Ms. Fielding said she 


. approves of some of the available 
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videos such as the two shown at South+ 
School, called “Growing Up Girl” and 
“Growing Up Boy.” 


Mr. Neal also noted that the letter 
sent home tells parents they can 
review the materials before their chil- 
dren take the course. Ms. Fielding said 
she did not preview the material 
because she liked the health program 
to that point and because a parents’ 
bulletin sent home by the education” 
company that created the program stat- 
ed the unit “does not go into sexual 
relationships,” with the word “not” 
underlined. 


Since Ms. Fielding raised the con- 
cern, Ms. O’Brien has talked to the 
company and that line was deleted 
from the material that went home to 
South School parents. 

“South School had not conducted 
the program yet,” said Ms. O’Brien. “It 
will definitely for our use be revised”. 
from now on. 


Ms. O’Brien said she wants all 
involved fifth-grade staff members to 
look at the possible changes presented 
by parents and to talk about ways to 
make the program meet the needs of 
the parent community. 

“One of the things that Ms. Fielding 
asked us to do is send a follow-up letter 
to parents, which we did,” said Ms. 
O’Brien. 


But Ms. Fielding indicated this let- 
ter still does not tell parents what she 
believes they should know. She sai 
she was also dissatisfied with the vari- 
ous meetings and conversations she 
has had with members of the school 
administration during the past two 
months. Yet, she did not call Brenda 
O’Brien, Ms. O’Brien called Ms. Field- 
ing. Ms. Fielding said she didn’t call 
Ms. O’Brien because she believed the 
principal of her son’s school and the 
superintendent are the ones who 
should be in charge of what goes on 
within the schools. 


“I recognize that she is very con- 
cerned. We tried to address her con-. 
cerns. We’ve never had this experience 
with the fifth-grade program before,” 
said Ms. O’Brien. “I feel that I’m com- 
mitted to supporting parents as the pri- 
mary sexual educators of children.” 

Ms. Fielding said she is frustrated 
by how long it took for some issues to 
be addressed by the manner in which 
some issues were handled. 


“I tried to do this not secretly. but 
quietly. You know why? Because I 
didn’t want to bring it to the parents. 
It’s not my responsibility,” said Ms. 
Fielding. “I wasn’t planning to do it in. 
the paper — if I got results.” 


The school administration said it 
has tried to respond to Ms. Fielding’s 
concerns. 

“I thought that we were very direct 
with her and I sat down with her,” said 
Mr. Neal: 
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Helping

In terms of sexuality education for 
fifth-graders in Andover’s public 
schools, we believe everyone is on 
the right track. It’s just that it’s such 
a charged topic, parents may need a 
little more help with it. 

It’s a given that sex ed is going to 
bring controversy. Some parents deal 
with it at home, and welcome the 
schools adding to their children’s 

~"knowledge. But some parents object 
to having their children learn about 
sexuality in school; they believe 
those discussions belong at home. 
Still other parents aren’t sure how to 
approach sex education with their 
children — how much to say and at 
what age. They might welcome more 
help from the schools. 

The schools already send home 
some information before fifth- 
graders begin sexuality classes. That 
information probably is not enough, 

_and it probably is not graphic 
enough. 

We would suggest that the material 
be more explicit about what children 
will see and hear in those classes, 
and the material sent home should 
also contain some language about the 
kinds of questions and concerns the 
children in those classes have 
brought up in the past. 

In addition, we suggest that the 
schools offer a meeting for parents 
before their fifth-graders ever take 

“the classes. Perhaps two hours at the 
school with trained professionals 
such as Brenda O’Brien, the health 
education coordinator for Andover’s 
schools, a week or two before the 
course begins would be helpful. That 
way parents will have a chance to 
talk with their children about what 
to expect from the classes. And par- 
ents who aren’t sure if they want 
their children to attend the class 
could ask questions that will help in 

. their decision. 

It’s not easy talking with our chil- 
dren about sexuality. But it’s impor- 


tant. The schools are not our chil-. 


dren’s parents, but they are an excel- 

lent backup that brings other caring 

adults into our children’s lives. Par-

Former Andover Police offi-

“We got a court order that we 
ha¥e to reinstate him,” Select- 
man Bill Downs said Wednesday 
morning. 

Mr. Downs said the reappoint- 
ment was supposed to be on the 
selectmen’s agenda for this past 
Monday night’s meeting, but 
that the paperwork on the order 
had not been received so the 
action was postponed. Selectmen 
have now scheduled the special 
meeting tomorrow to comply 
with the schedule of the court 
order, Mr. Downs said. 

“But Town Manager Buzz 
Stapczynski is keeping details 
about the court order under 
wraps. Mr. Stapezynski, through 
his secretary, would only say 
that selectmen would meet Fri- 
day and immediately go into 
executive session to discuss mat- 
ters unfinished from a prior 
executive session.

“If that’s the case, I’m happy 
about it,” Officer Siopes said. “I 
think it’s excellent.” 

Long wait 

Officer Siopes, 50,was a patrol- 
man on the force when he went 
on sick leave after suffering 
heart problems while on the job 
in November 1991. In 1992, while 
out sick, Officer Siopes won a 
discrimination lawsuit against 
the town claiming he was passed 
by for promotion because of his 
activities as patrolmen’s union 
president. He was subsequently 
promoted to sergeant and 
received back pay for that rank. 

He remained out sick until he 
was involuntarily retired by the 
town in 1993. He then filed a law- 
suit against the town in Federal 
District Court claiming he was 
unfairly retired by the depart- 
ment. The court order apparent- 
ly on the agenda for tomorrow’s 
meeting stems from that federal 
suit. 


The town claims Mr. Siopes 
was physically unable to per- 
form his job as a sergeant 
because of his heart. Mr. Siopes, 
and several counts in the law- 
suit, claim he is able to perform 
his duties, that he should not 
have been forced into retirement 
and that he should get his 
sergeant’s job back.

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Keys to food safety: Hot, cold and clean 


Now that outdoor cooking season is 
here again, a few words are in order: 

“Keep hot foods hot, cold foods cold 
and everything clean,” says Dr. 
Kathryn L. Kotula, a professor of food 
science at the University of Delaware 
and scientific advisor to the National 
Broiler Council. 


“Fresh chicken is a natural, whole- 
some food. But like all uncooked food 
products, it may have some microor- 
ganisms that could cause illness,” Dr. 
Kotula says. “Since these microorgan- 
isms are killed by the heat of normal 
cooking, all the consumer has to do is 
handle and cook the product proper- 
ly.” 

Here are some other tips from Dr. 


between ™ a.m. and 4 p.m. East- 


Kotula for safe food handling and 
cooking: 

¢ Keep raw red meat, poultry and 
fish — and their juices — away from 
other food. 


* Use a clean platter to serve 
cooked food — not the same platter 
you used to carry raw food to the grill. 

¢ For picnics and tailgate parties, 
keep all perishables in a cooler with 
ice or freeze-pack inserts until serving 
time. 

¢ Make sure food is cold or frozen 
before placing it in your cooler. 

¢ Clean the grill thoroughly before 
cooking. 

¢ Thaw food in the refrigerator or 
microwave, or put it under cool run- 
ning water — don’t leave it out on the 
counter to thaw. 

* Cook food thoroughly. Cook chick- 
en parts — such as legs, wings and 
breast portions — to an internal tem- 
perature of 170 to 175 degrees. 


* Don’t leave food out for more 
than two hours after serving. 

Safe handling and cooking instruc- 
tions are printed on the packaging of 
red meat and poultry sold at the 
supermarket. Check the “sell-by” date 
on the package, and avoid buying 
anything that is out of date. 

“Even after the sell-by date, you 
have a couple of days to cook or freeze 
the product,” Dr. Kotula says. “But 
don’t let raw meat or poultry sit in 
the refrigerator for more than a cou- 
ple of days after you buy it.”

A sentimental bouquet for Mother’s Day 


aughters, sons and grandkids 
D across the country can take a 

cue from the Victorians this 
Mother’s Day: let your flowers do the 
talking. 

According to the California Cut 
Flower Commission the Victorians 
used herbs and flowers, each with its 
own particular meaning, to compose 
“tussie mussie” bouquets that con- 
veyed special sentiments. 

The traditional Victorian bouquet 
was arranged with one large flower in 
the center and smaller flowers 
arranged in concentric rings around 
it. The whole bouquet was outlined 
with leafy green foliage and tied with 
a piece of lace. 

To make your mother a special Vic- 
torian bouquet, try choosing flowers 
with motherly meanings such as pink 
roses for grace and beauty, cream col- 
ored roses for perfection, chrysanthe- 
mums for long life and joy, and pink 
carnations for maternal love. It’s also 
nice to add something for kindness 
(delphinium), wisdom (sage), and 
affection (stock). Or use your mother’s 
favorite flowers in her favorite colors. 

Another special bond is between a

child and a grandmother. To honor 
Grandma have your child make her a 
Victorian “tussie mussie.” Here’s how: 

Step One: Start with three rose 
buds or a large headed single flower. 
Surround it with some mini carna- 
tions or other small headed flowers. 

Step Two: Wrap yarn or string 
around the stems to hold them in 
place. Cut stems to 4-5 inches in 
length. 

Step Three: Use some broad green 
leaves, such as ivy or galax, to form a 
border around the flowers. Again 
wrap the stems with yarn to hold 
them in place. 

Step Four: Cut an “X” in the center 
of a paper doily, creating an opening 
large enough to slip the stems 
through. Push the doily snug against 
the underside of the flowers and tie it 
in place with a narrow ribbon. (Or 
you can use real lace instead of a 
doily.) 

Step Five: Attach a small gift card. 

For other fun flower ideas write to 
the California Cut Flower Commis- 
sion and ask for its free instructional

Don’t 
attempt to repair it yourself. Return 
the product to the manufacturer if it 
is new or under warranty, or have a 
qualified repair shop examine the 
product. 

¢ When using power tools, always 
wear proper attire. Keep your cloth- 
ing, hands, feet and hair away from 
cutting blades at all times. Always 
wear safety glasses or goggles when 
using power tools. 

¢ Pay attention to warning mark- 
ings on electric tools and appliances. 
When using tools or extension cords 
outside, make sure they have appro- 
priate markings indicating they are 
for outdoor use.
